Nother thing that deferves no ic{s than the 
former to _confider’'d, is the Refources 

-Or Means Prance has to repair ts Loifes, and how 
practicable they are render'd by the great Autho- 
sity of the ‘King, the fubmiffive Obedience of the 
People, the great Extent and advantagious Situation of 
the Country, the Populoufnefs of the Kingdom and 
its Dependencies, the Genius of the Nation, and the 
Obligation (introduc’d by Cuftom) of the Nobility 
to go into the Service ; alfo the Fruitfulnefs of the 
Soi], and tha Multiplicity of its Produ&s, which 
being vended chiefly in the Northern Parts of Eu- 
repe, bring great Sums of Money into the King- 
dom ; as does alfo their Management and Trade 
in America, and will do more, if their Settle- 
ments at Lima and other Places on the South-Coaft 
of that Pare of the World, be not diftusb'd and 
hinder'd. From all this in general, the Conftiru- 
ion of the Kingdom, and the Experience of former 
Times, and even of this War, we draw this Con- 
slufion, that how low foever France has been brought, 
whether by forreign Wars in which even. their 
Kings were taken Prifoners, or by civil Broils and 
Troubles, that Crown has always been able in a 
fhort time to recover it felfagen, and gain the 
better of thelr Adverfaty; and efpecially if by 
the Diminution or Slackening of the former Efforts 


| \» they gain’d Time and Opportunity. 
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Laftly, the Diligence and Difpatch with which 
the Enemy apply themfelves to their Preparations 
of War for repairing. their Loffes, ought not ta 

be paisid over without Remark. Exansples of thé 

Advantages they have'gzin’d by it are not uncommon 

and the Wars that preceded the Peace of Ryfwick 

afford more than one Proof of it; but not to 
dwell upon this Argument, we have fufficiently ex- 
perienc'd during the prefent War, one Yeas, after. 
another, that tho’ the Enemy (as has been already 
recited) has been foundly beaten, and have fuffer’d 
very great Lofs, yet they have always appear'd firft, 
agen, and with formidable Numbers, in the Field. 
Even the mighty Defeats and Loffes they have 
fuftiin’d the paft Campaign have not flacken‘d bat 
uicken’d their Diligence ; for, according to all Ad- 
vices, the Enemy by raifing great Levies and Re- 
cruits, by commanding the Intendants of the’Provinces 
to furnmifh a confiderable Number of Men, by 
remounting their Horfe and Dragoons, by contri- 
ving 4nd introducing new Ways to’ raife Money, 
and by making careful Provifion of all other Ne- 
ceffaries, are endeavouring with the moft earneft 

Application and to re-eftablifh their. that. 

ter'd Armies and broken Troops, and put them into 

a Condition of Service. . 

All chef loitances and Particulars of the Enemy’s 
Power, Pefources. and experienc’d Diligence and Dif- 
atch; ofthe Difficulties and Hazard with which the 

Biccels God Almighty has been pleas’d to profper the 

Arms of Your High Mightineffes and your Allies have 
‘been secompanied ;and of the Viciflirude of Evencs,that 
have been commonly experigne’d in War,and particularly 

in the prefent; do of themfelves moftevidenrly thew, that 
the only right Ufe that can be made of thofe Succef- 

fés, is without one Moment’s Neglect to purfue them, 
with rettoubled Zeal, Application, and Vigour, and 
with. an Augumentation (if it can be done) of the 

Efforts that-have hitherto been made, till the Enemy 

be brought to Reafon. _ The ancient and modern 

Hiftories want not Examples of very great Advantages 

obtain’d by Princes and States who have made good 


 Ufe of their ViSteries; nor on the other Hand are 


we without Iiftances, and thofe not ancient, of great 
Misfortunes attending Succefles that have not been 
duely purfued and rightly improv’d. And we oughe 
the rather to have this always in our Minds, becaufe 
good Fortune ufually begets Careleffuefs amd Supinee 
nefS, aud Men being elated with Succeffcs,’ often 
Conceive a meaner Opinion, then they ought, of 
the Strength of the Enemy, and give she lef 
Head to their Machinations and Intrigues. ; 
The Confequence of making the Ufe we propofe, 
will be, not only that the Conquefts and Succeffes 
already gain’d will be fecur'd, and be mefe and more 
extended and multiplied ; but rhe Enemy will the 
the fooner be brought to a good and folid Peace. ‘A 
Peace, Migh and Mighty Lords, not exifting’ only 
in Treaties, or Depending on the Enemy’s Interpre= 
tations, as were moft of the former, and were there. ,. 
fore fo lightly broken by them, but in Realities; fuct 
a one, as being made with the faithful Communi- 
cation. and Concurrence of all the high Allies that

Dec. 23. The Parliament proceeded to the Conf © 
deration of what Draw-backs thall be allow’d upon 
the Exportation of Beef and Pork. And after fome 
debate thereupon, a Claufe was offer’d in relation * 
thereto in thefe Terms, And that there fhall be 
allow'd 4s. 7d. half-penny Sterling, for every Bar- 
rel of Beef or Pork falted with Forreign Salt, and 
Exported for Salt, alterable by the Parliament of 
Great Britain. -And afver further reafoning, agreed 
that the Draw-back fhall be 5 s. Sterling for every 
Bartel of Beef or Pork ; and the Claufe was accord 
ingly fo amended and read. Thereafter it was pro- 
that the faid Draw-back fhall nor be alrerable 
he Parliament of Great Brittain during the con-— 
tinuance of the Duty upon Sale in England. And 
after fome debate there were Two ftates of a Vote 
cffer'd, the firft in thefe Terms, Approve of the a-~ 
bove Claufe, viz.

thereof was delay’d till next Sederuat of Parliament, 
to be then refum’d previous to ai other Bufinets. 
Then the Parliamation was adjourn’d till to Morrow.
